In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner informed Counsel that, a process taught by Leak et al 
forms an embossed laminated web, where there is misregistration between a bonding pattern of a fibrous web and a 
lamination pattern between the web and a film. Therefore, a recited process step (imitation of "controlling the amount of 
point mis-registration ..."fails to define over the teachings of Leak et al, because in order to form the laminated web of 
Leak et al, the bonding and lamination patterns must be controlled. As for the wherein and thereby clauses, such are 
taken to be inherent in the process taught by Leak et al. Counsel argues that, claim 84 as presently recited requires a 
weight of at least 50 g/meter square; and cited MPEP 2131 .03 and 2144.05 to show that, the recited claims are not 
anticipated by Leak et al. Examiner informed Counsel that in view of MPEP 2131 .03, since this range overlaps a weight 
range taught by Leak, claim 84 is at least obvious over if not anticipated by Leak et al (i.e. 102/103) for a fiber web 
having a weight of 60 g/meter square. .
